Again, there are mem- 
ories associated with the present 
seat of government that should not 
be destroyed. The heroic dead who 
rest 011 Arsenal Hill overlooking the 
State House were laid there so that 
there heroic deeds would become a 
reminder of the fame our State has 
achieved on the battle fields and in 
naval engagements. Their bones 
and shafts of granite are a part of 
the capital itself, as much so as the 
achives of State. 

There is another thing, and one 
which should be seriously thought of.

She would have a million in 
return These gifts are not made 
with pure and unselfish motives, and 
legislation would be sought and 
urged which would not be of general 
interest to the State.

Demurrers Sustained Which Re- 
duce the State's Claim 

To Where it Was Placed by a Ma- 
jority of the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners. 

The suits by the State against the 
penitentiary lessees have taken up a 
good part of the circuit court's time 
during the week, and though appeals 
will be granted on every point de- 
cided and the final disposition of the 
cases have to be reached through the 
Court of Appeals, the lessees in the 
proceedings of the cases thus far 
have obtajned the advantage of the 
State. The counter claims of the de- 
fendants, therefore, when adjudicat- 
ed, will about offset the State's claims 
and place the settlement just where 
the majority of the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners fixed it in their re- 
port. 

Case No. 1 against Mason & Foard 
Company for about $13,000 interest 
on contract of 1886, the defendants 
pleaded payment and settlement in 
full, which make issue to be tried 
hereafter. 

The court sustained the demurrer 
to first, second and third paragraphs 
of the answer in case No. 2, Mason & 
Foard Co., the suit being fo 
*l,100 for extra guards, with leave to 
amend answer. 

Demurrer was also sustained to 
paragraph one of the petition in case 
No. 3, for pay of guards at Eddyville, 
thus throwing out entirely the claim 
of $32,000 for guards before the 
Eddyville prison waB finished or the 
contract with the lessees there in 
force, which Gov. Brown contended 
should be charged to the lessees. 

A demurrer to the petition in case 
No. 4 against G. K. Mason & Co. for 
the claim of $50 penalty for each es- 
caped convict, amounting to about 
fl,800, was sustained on the ground 
that the act had been repealed. 
Leave was given to amend. 

In the Eddyville case, in which the 
demurrer to four paragraphs 
of the answer was overruled and 
demurrer to three paragraphs 
of the same was bus

THE STREET RAILROAD. 

Freight Priviliges Granted and an 
Electric Passenger Line an 
Early Probability. 

The city council, at its meeting Fri- 
day night of last week, took up the 
street railway ordinance which had 
been very much modified in the terms 
as previously published, and passed 
it by the following vote: yeas, Messrs. 
J. E. Miles. J. N. Miles, Ellwanger, 
Watson and McClure. Nays, Messrs. 
Milam. Gray, Swigert and Furr. The 
penal bond of the company was 
reduced to $7,500, the provision re- 
quired the company to pay five 
per cent, of its gross earnings into 
the city treasury was reduced to two 
percent, and the stipulation to keep 
the streets on which the line extends 
in good repair was stricken out. 

This action of the council is gener- 
ally commended by the citizens. The 
privilege of hauling freight over the 
streets, with the safe-guards defined 
in the ordinance, is an enterprise 
that cannot fail to prove advantageous 
both to the Street Railway Company 
and the owners of the mills and dis- 
tilleries, but it more especially finds 
favor with the mass of citizens in the 
fact that it thereby enables the com- 
pany to bond the road and provide 
this city with a first-class electric 
system of railway, which, otherwise, 
could hardly be made a Bafe invest- 
ment for capital. With the building 
of the bridge, the Masonic Temple 
and the electric railroad, an impetus 
will be given (o improvement that 
will carry the city further ahead 
in one year t han it DM attained ill the 
past quarter of a century. 

The spirit of progress is verily 
brooding over Frankfurt and quick- 
ening into life and action the genua 
of a new era, culling for enoourage- 
ment to manufacturers, for the build- 
ing up of the anburba and easy ac- 
cess to the owners of the property 
there into the city, tin: speedy com- 
pletion of the Kentucky river im- 
provement, good sidewalks and vitri- 
fied brick streets and the erection of a 
State eapitol here that will reflect the 
honor, dignity and prosperity of the 
people of Kentucky. 

UPPER RIVER TRADE. 

A Good Suggestion to Assist a 
Splendid Enterprise in the In- 
terest ol Frankfort. 

Mr. Sam C. Bull, of this city, in the 
Evening Journal of Thursday, pub- 
lished a card looking to the establish- 
ment of a river trade to Shaker's 
Ferry. He says that Oapt. Ed. Drano 
is in correspondence with certain 
persons to secure a good suitable 
passenger and freight steamboat to 
make the run of seventy miles, solely 
in the interest of Frankfort, leaving 
this city every other day and return- 
ing the next. 

In order to assist and encourage 
the enterprise, Mr. Bull asks that 
every merchant ttnd well-wisher 
■hould agree to subscribe, say from 
one to five dollars a month, for about 
four months from the time the boat is 
first entered in the trade. 



This would afford an opportunity 
to the merchants to test the value 
of a trade along a stretch of country 
as rich and productive as any in the 
State. 

The merchants of the city must 
awaken to the necessity of encourag- 
ing manufacturers and reaching out 
after new lines of trade, and the sug- 
gestion to secure the trade of the 
upper river country, which doubtless 
with a little effort would gladly turn 
to Frankfort as its best and most 
accessible sale aud supply depot 
should meet with hearty support. 

The Way it Works. 

The capital removal skeleton, which 
has recently been yanked out of its 
closet and its dry bones vigorously 
rattled around, had the effect of giv- 
ing Frankfort a backset. Persons who 
have recently purchased lots with 
the intention of putting up houses 
which would be ornaments to the 
town are now afraid to go on with 
the work, although they have their 
plans and were about ready to let 
their contracts, believing that should 
the capital be removed real estate 
would become worthless and they 
WOOld have their handsome improve- 
ments left on their hands. It was 
ever thus. Frankfort has always been 
kept back by this bugaboo of capital 
removal. No one cares to put money 
into an enterprise here so long as the 
question is agitated, and as a conse- 
quence the old town has dragged 
along at the same slow gait, while 
the two cities Louisville and Lexing- 
ton—which have constantly kept the 
matter alive, have grown right along. 
This thing has been going on for 
nearly a century but the end is in 
view, and when we have cleaned out 
our ancient enemies this time, per- 
haps they will agree to let us alone. 
We are in the fight for the laBt time 
and are going to win, just as we have 
alwaya done. The great big bluffs 
put up by Lexington and Louisville 
won't amount to anything, as it is an 
easy matter to promise to give a large 
sum for the capital but to put up the 
cash is an entirely different thing.' 
Let not your horns be troubled, 
brethren, for we have won many as 
hard fight before. Ail riiekness is not 

unto death.

THE LOUISVILLE CHARTER. 

It is Vetoed by the Governor on 
the Ground that a License 
Income Tax is Un- 
constitutional. 

The Governor's veto of the Louis- 
ville charter was presented to the 
Senate on Wednesday. The main is- 
sue the Governor takes with the Leg- 
islature is that the permission to es- 
tablish a system of taxation based 
on income, licenses and franchises in 
lieu of ad valorem tax on all real and 
personal property is unconstitution- 
al. He thinks, however, that such 
an income or license tax may be im- 
posed in additiou to the ad valorem, 
and which position, if correct, the 
charter commission of Louisville, that 
drafted that portion of the charter, 
say will at once remove the very 
restrictions in section 159 of the Con- 
stitution which were meant to put a 
check, to municipal extravagance. 

If Louisville had been successful in 
obtaining the passage of an income 
and license tax it was the intention 
of allother cities to incorporate a 
similar provision in their charters, 
and Frankfort was among the num- 
ber that wanted such a provision. 

The veto message was not acted 
upon by the Senate, but it was re 
ferred to the Committee on Munici- 
palities, which will meet some time 
It week to take the matter under 
advisement.

Corner Chat. 

A Louisville citizen, referring to 
the removal of the State Capital, said: 
| "I am not in favor of any futher 
agitation of this matter for I really 
believe that it will not only work an 
injury to Frankfort, which is tied to 
Louisville in business and kinship as 
close as any of its suburbs, but also 
end, if successful at all, in doing the 
very thing which Louisville has for 
many years contested. I mean to say 
that if the people of the State once 
realize that the Legislature is disposed 
to agree upon a location other than 
Frankfort, I am as certain as I stand 
here now that k will not be Louisville. 
Mark my words, it will be Lexington. 
I say this not only from talks, on the 
subject which I have had for a num- 
ber of years past with prominent 
men from all parts of the State, but 
also from the geographical situation 
of Lexington, as compared with 
Louisville, and the wish of the peo- 
ple of the State to remove the Legis- 
lature from the dangerous influences 
of a large city in which there are too 
many attractions outside of the halls 
of legislation for the members to 
perform efficient service for the peo- 
ple. Members in Frankfort may be 
found and a quorum thereby kept at 
work, but in a large city it is diffi- 
cult to And anyone even with the aid 
of the best detectives. Therefore if 
there is any reason whatever to re- 
move the capital from Frankfort, it is 
my prediction that it will settle down 
right in Lexington, as a compromise 
between a large and small city, and 
Louisville, by giving encouragement 
to the agitation in her offe r of a mil- 
lion dollars, will accomplish what she 
has contended against for half a 
century or more. I want it to remain 
where it is and I believe that if the 
citizens of Louisville could realize 
the situation, they would not care to 
agitate the matter any further."
